“ GHASTLY SCENES AT CEMETERY

Scores of Charred and Blackened
Bodies Present a Sickening Sight.
Story of the Escape of Many Sur-
vivors—Wi rk of the Fire Fiend at

Other s in the West,

Durotn, Mion, Sept. 3.
EVER in the history of Minnesota
and not at all in the life of the
northwest, axcopt at the tims of
the fires in the Michigan pineries
in Oetobsr, 1871, twenty-three years
nio, bas thers bean such a terrible loss
of life and such suffering as has beun
cansed by the [lorest fires of the past
two days in northern Minnesots.
While the property loss has not been ao
great io the agoreuate reaching at this
time not over §200,000 at the ontside in
all probabilitive, the loss of life has
been simply awlal, At o late hour to.
day it was estimated that between 800
and 1,500 had been burned to death or
suffocnted and the wide disorepancy in
thewe figurea I8 proofl of the ntter im-
possibilizy of getting reliable informa-
tion.

Batorday afternoon all wires went
down and it was Sonday night beforae
they were even partinlly roplaced.
Both telograph companics had twenty-
five miles of main line destroyed. Soon
aftor noon Saturday there sprang up a
fieres wind that blew vast volumes of
smoke into Duluth while travelera
agalust the wind soon had their eyes
filled with ashes and cinders,

The wir was as from a furnace even
at the distanoce, ssventy miles, from
the mnearest blazs of magoitade, and
the light of day was long before 4
o'clook completely obscured so ihat
lights were turned on all over the city,
Electricity, however, gave but & feebdle
blne glimmer.

Late last night newa of the most
startling charscter came in from the
line of the Eastern Minnesota road.
The towns of Sandstons, Partridge and
Manefiald, with a combined popunlation
of about 1,000 people, wers wiped out
and the inhebitants were mnos to be
found. The reports of fatalities in the
towns on the Eastern are so fearful
that the railroad officials refuse to an-
nounes them, beliaving them exagger-
ated }

SPORTSMEN MISSING.

81, PavL, Minn,, Sept. 3. —It is fonred
that many well known residenta of St.
Panl have perished in the forest firea
of Hinokley and vieinity, Large num-
bers of sportsmen have left St Paul
within the last ten days to bunt prai-
rle chickens near Hinekley, Mora,
Sandstone and other points in that
vicinity, and few of theee places have
escaped the flames,

The fire covers & wide strateh of ter-
ritory, und if thess aportemen were in
the forest nothing counld save them
unless they were close to some large
body of water. George Freeman, pres-
ident of the Minnesota Shos company,
and Mr. Cusick, 8 prominent lumber-
man of Stillwater, are among thoss
koown to have gone hunting. They
have not vet been heard from.

GHABTLY SCENES AT THE OEMETERY,

The rain was pouring down in sheets,
At the cemetery, & miloe and a hulf
from town, & half dozen men were dig-
ging atrench. A Iunr of bodies lay
on a knoll in the middls of the ceme.
There were ninety-six naked
bodies, men, women and children,
scorabed, blaokened, distorted, bowels
aud braina protrading, bands clutched
fn their final agonles, oair singed from
henas, oid, yonng, middle-aged, male
sud female, all in & promiseaons heap.

In another eorner of tho ocemetery
were forty-five more ocoverad
with quilts. All wers interred late

A loanl sesrching party this morning
found the body of Thomas Duanne,
aged 22, late opsreator at ths St Paul
snd LDialath station,. When the fire
started be remuioed at his post and it
was only when the advaneing flunes
drove bim from the station that he left
his key. Hs hurried over to the river
aud perished there with numerons
others, His bLrother was among the
svarching party that found his body
and be secured bis watch and ting.
witeh waa the only means of {dentifica-
tion.

AGESNT DOWNING'S STORY,

Robert Downing, baggage avent at
the Iinckley station of the 8t Paul
snd Doluth was going about this morn-
ing with & badly scorehed hand snd
fuee. He says that there was a large
srowd of people st the station walting
for the Doloth limited, doe at 4 20
p. m., when the fire came down upon
the town. Dowling started for his
home bat could not get nesr
the  hounae, He rmn wop the
track and fortunstely got on the
limited n wile north of town. In try-
ing tosaven lad from jumping from
the train he burned hien hands, The
boy jnmped into the [ames nlongelds
the traek and perished. Dowling says
that nmong the intending passengera at
Hinckley with whom he talked were &
womnn snd two ehiliren for Wyoming
and two women and two children for
St Cross Falla, Wis. A girl named
Pitzgerald was golng to the lutter
place,
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VAST LAKE OF FIRE.

Gravity of the Bituation in the Michigan
Woods.

IsnreMing, Mich,, Sept. 8. —The grav-
ity of the situation from the forest firea
continues to increnss every honr. The
long continued dronght shows no signs
of alintement, while every morass ad-
jncent to the city is aglow with flame,
A dense oloud of smoke envelopes the
csountry for many miles, obatructing
business snd offering eonstant menmce
to travel Dust and nehes is fulling in
sliowers. The Volunteer Fire brigade
is divided into convenient squads, which
are doing sffeotive work.

The district lylog between the Brad-
ford farm and the Desd river to the
north is s vast underbrush and is now
o lake of fire. The snne is trus of the
course of the Caro river. Conaternn-
tlon prevails at the Salisbury location.
at the south. The force on apscial
duty there is offering a stubborn re-
sigtaneo and may aave part of the sub.

Three Hundred Thousand Fest of Lum-
ber Dontroyed.

THE SUN OBSCURED.

Extanaive Forest Firea Raging at Dolge-
ville.

MONTROSE FULL
OF PATRIOTS

Extensive Preparatiocs for the Enterleinment
for War Veforans

A BATTLEGROUND MAPPED QUT

The Susquehanna County Agricultural
Fair Grounds in Readiness for the
Encampment —Distinguished Spaak -
ers Will Address the Multitudes,
Thrilling Sham Battles, Campfires,
Drills and Other Interasting Feat-
ures Promised,

Speeial to the Seranton Tritnine,
MosTrosg, Pa., Sepu. 8.

HIS TOWN has today besn the
scone of considerable bustie nnd
preparation 4in anticipation of
the grant erowd which will be
hure Tunesday, Wedoesday aud Thurs-
dny during the reunion and eneamp-
ment of the Snsquehanon eonnty vel-
erans and the Ooe Handred and Forty-
third rogiment, most of whose mem-
bera will come from Lackawanua and
Lnzsrne counties. This apirit of an-
ticipation is shown by merchants,
hotel and boarding house kespers gen-
erally, and by the Grand Army of the
Republio officers particularly, from
the faot thut ghe reunion is expected
to bring to Montrose ono of the largeat
gatherings in the history of the town.

For several duys u fores of workmen
have been actively engaged in making
ready the grounds of the Susquebanna
Connty Agiieultural soclety for its in-
flux of old goldiere, many of whom will
eamp on the gronnds, They will bring
their own tents, but for ex:cutive, re-
ception and other purposes, s large
number of bospital and wall tents have
been erected, A quantity of camp fire
wood hns been cot, water connsctions
made, the large esting house stored
with provisions and other details of
oomfort perfected. The camp st night
will be lighted by many gasoline bura-
ers and hundreds of torches whieb,
with the numorons small fires of the
veleérans, promises to make the soocue
beantiful and inspiring.

To thoss not familint with the
grounds, the loocation selected for Wod -
nesday’s sham battle can searcely be ap-
preciated, Fort Deflanes, loested at
the top of the ledge of rocks from 12 to
20 feot high and extending for a dls-
tunoo of abont 100 yards, will be de-
fonded by a force of veterana with a
scora of more of Sons of Veterans who
will be located us skirmishors below
the Natural fortress.
